Just  a feu  lines  to  express  my  personal  thoughts  of  our  camp  and  the  C.C.C.  in 
general.  Five  months  ago  uhen  I first  signed  up  uith  the  CCC,  I disliked  it  and 
thought  as  many  thousands  of  people  think  right  now.  I didn’t  like  the  GCC  and 
thought  it  was  an  improper  place  for  any  young  man  that  wants  to  get  ahead  in 

life.  Many  spoke  of  it  as  being  unthinkable  for  a decent  young  man  to  join  and 

belong  to  the  CCC.  People  used  to  say  that  it  was  just  so  much  money  thrown  to 
waste.  I thought  so  too,  I see  dixi  ..r.  ntly  now,  and  many  of  my  friends  do  too 
after  my  telling  them  about  the  life  wo  lead.  To  an  outsider,  the  comp  ijiay  seem 
a dull  p3iace  with  nothing  but  work.  But  to  us  it’s  a lot  different*  Of  course 
wo  enjoy  going  to  town  as  much  as  any  one  would  and  wc  do  go  throe  times  a week.  j 
But  just  working  six  hours  a day  and  cleaning  up  camp  and  going  to  town  after- 
wards for  injoyment  is  not  all  we  dcv  If  you’ll  remember  hack  to  about  the  first  | 
part  of  March  when  wo  were  called  cut  at  two  thirty  in  the  morning  with  frost 
on  the  groung  and  many  only  half  dressed  with  a cold  cutting  tfinji;  blowing.  We 
got  up  and  didn’t  whine  about  it.  V/o  could  take  it.  The  cooks  had  gotten  up 
earlier  to  get  something  to  eat  for  the  toys  before  they  left.  One  hundred  of 

fcou  went  . Not  to  just  savo  the  woods  and  trees  which  is  an  important  factor 

in  itself*  but  to  savo  human  lives  probably  and  Mieir  homes  and  also-  the  animal 
life.  Many  of  you  saw  the  deer  and  bears  blinded  and  burned  by  the  fire.  There 
were  countless  hundreds  and  even  thousands  of  birds  and  animal  lives  you  saved 
by  going  to  Ocala  and  helping  a foMow  camp  fight  their  fire.  You  came  back  late 
that  day,  tired  and  hungry  and  sleepy  and  slept  the  whole  of  the  newt  day.  Then 
came  this  big  fire  we  had  in  our  own  sector  not  many  days  ago.  Over  seventy  of 
you  went  cut  again  to  fight  it  and  nearly  lost  three  trucks  in  the  operation*  Ma- 
ny of  you  cane  back  with  singed  eyelashes  and  burnt  hair.  Some  of  you  even  had 
to  tear  the  shirts  off  of  your  backs  to  Seep  the  firo  from  burning  you.  More 
than  one  shirt  was  turned  in  that  fire*  Did  we  grouch  and  complain  ? Not  on  youir 
life 4 Even  after  a few  of  you  come  back  from  that  fire,  you  wore  immediately 
taken  Jo  another  fire  in  a different  sector  to  again  save  trees  and  wild  animal 
life.  That’s  the  life  we  lead  and  only  a little  of  what  wo  do.  But  we're  happy 
because  we  know  we  can  take  it  and  that  in  doing  so  we  are  helping  out  industry 
as  well  as  gams  hunters  who  like  to  go  to  the  woods  where  there  are  plenty  of 
wild  life  to  hunt.'  In  a turned  forest  there  is  no  wild  life.  The  Lakeland  Eve- 
ning Ledger  of  Lakeland,  Fin..,  wrote  an  article  about  the  CCC.  We  find  that  the 
COG  has  put  in  1,697,555  man  days  of  forest  fire  fighting.  That  there  were  266, 
467r00C  rrees  planted  of  which  we  planted  quite  a few.  48,787  miles  of  telephone 
lines  were  put  up.  That  1,025,741  soil  erosion  dams  were  built.  2,383  public 
camp  grounds  buildings  were  built.  All  by  the  CCC  and  many  other  countless  things 
hare  we  had  part  in.  The  total  enrollments  have  numbered  at  least  1,.070,000  men. 

Our  present  strength  in  the  United  States  is  300,000  at  present,  1,640  camps 
are  being  occupied  at  this  date  by  those  men. 

Our  recreation  al  facilities  are  those  that  many  schools  and  recreation 
halls  would  bo  proud  to  own.  Wo  have  school  classes  four  times  a week  and  have 
the  chance  of  getting  and  education  equal  to  that  of  an  ordinary  grammar  or  high  j 

school  with  the  aid  of  two  beautiful  tut  not  dumb  teachers, Miss  Roberts  and  Miss  j 

Branning,  who*  with  the  help  of  our  Camp  Educational  Adviser,  Mr.  D,E.  jLofty) 
Zimmerman  of  Lakeland  and  points  south  (he  staged  a gopher  race  in  that  fair 
city  some  time  ago)  With  the  ho2ip..of  those  able  teachers  and  with  our  CD  and  Lt.  j 
Smith,  we  all  have  a chance  of  getting  ajpeud  in  life  in  the  CCC.  The  CCC  is  one 
army  of  men  which  may  even  surpass  the  Army,  Eavy  or  Marines  if  not  all  throe  of 
them.  We  can  do  it  and  we  are  getting  to  where  we  can  and  are  doing  it.  Wo  all, 
or  most  cf  us,  have  our  inspirations  and  aspirations?!  don’t  mind  saying  that 
my  inspiration  is  a little  cute  b-londe  back  home.
